Joint for Steam-Pipes. 





The illustrations show the de- 
sign of a joint for steam-pipes in 
paper-making machines—Figure 1 
being a perspective view of a portion 
of a drying-cylinder of a paper-mak- 
ing machine, showing the pipe-joint 
in position, Fig. 2 a perspective 
view of the joint, Fig. 3 a longi-

Utilization of Water-Power. 


CONSTRUCTION OF HBAD-RACEs, FLUMES, 
Wuee.-Pirs aND TatL-Races. 


Under the above heading we propose 
to make some practical remarks for the bene- 
fit of any who will avail themselves of our 
experience and observation. The importance 
of large and sufficient canals in the improve- 
ment of water-powers are appreciated by but 
comparatively few who are using water as a 
motive power, consequently in very many in- 
stances the subject receives but little consider- 
ation. It is almost invariably the case that 
much valuable power is lost in consequence of 
insufficient head-races, flumes, wheel-pits and 
tail-races. The first thing that should be con- 
sidered, where a water-power be im- 
proved, is, how many horse-power will be 
required or can be obtained, and how many 
cubic feet of water per minute will be required 
to produce the requisite number of horse- 
power with the fall to be employed. When 
this is determined the canals and wheel-pits 
should be constructed of sufficient size to allow 
the water to pass to and from the water-wheels 
at a velocity not ta exceed one and a half feet 
per second, and no tail-race should have less 
than two feet of dead-water before the wheels 
are put in motion. Where a very large 
amount of water is to be employed it would 
be better to have at least three or four feet of 
dead-water the entire length of tail-race. By 
having this depth of water in the tail-race, as 
soon as the water is discharged from the 
wheels itdisplaces the dead-water, and conse- 
quently there is but little, if any, loss of head. 
In order to make our point plain, we will sup 
pose the bottom of the tail-race is only sunk 
to the level of the water in the river or receiv- 
ing canal; the consequences would be, the 
water discharged from the wheels would rise

in the tail-race in proportion to its width and 
quantity of water used, while if there was the 
desired depth, as before stated, the water dis- 
charged from wheels would displace the dead- 
water, and at once conform to the general 
level of water in the tail-race and river. We 
very frequently see two or three feet head lost 
in water-powers from the want of proper con- 
sideration. 

Practise demonstrates that it is advisable to 
have as much room to pass the water from the 
wheels as there is to get it to them. And 
there is no argument that disproves the cor- 
of this theory, as the same water 
passed through the wheels has to be passed 
off below them—although this cannot in all 
without more expense than 
most persons are willing to incur. The con-

A CORRESPONDENT puts a posing ques- 
tion to the experts who have been trying 
to decide upon the usefulness of sulphur- 
ous acid as a disinfecting agent. Can it 
be that the Treasury Department has 
been authorizing a process for dissemi- 
nating disease, or is it a fact that scien- 
tists don’t know much? Perhaps the 
matter of rag importation will lead to 
novel discoveries. 





THE increase in the imports of wood- 
pulp are noteworthy. Last month they 
were nearly twice as great as to quantity 
as during the month preceding, and cur- 
rent imports are quite full. It is stated, 
too, that large quantities of chemical 
fibre made under the sulphite processes 
are coming forward to this country. This 
seems to indicate that importers and 
paper makers are getting ready to change 
off from rags in case they cannot be dis- 
infected abroad and entered here without 
delay. 





IN its latest issue, the American Ma- 
chinist, with commendable enterprise, 
presents the replies of a number of mem- 
bers of the next House of Representatives 
to its inquiries as to their position on the 
tariff. From the answers of newly elected 
members and the known opinions of those 
re-elected to the House, our contemporary 
draws the conclusion that one hundred 
and sixty-seven, or nine more than a ma- 
jority, are decidedly in favor of protection.

tional. Prior to 1870 engine-sized writing- 
paper was a cheap, trashy article, care- 
lessly made of poor materials, and cer- 
Efforts 
were made to size such paper hard, but 


tainly unfit for writing purposes. 


these attempts were, for the most part, in 
the direction of experiments with sizing 
materials and the methods of preparing 
and applying them. Although rosin has 
always been the basis of cur engine size, 
numerous attempts have been made to 
mix with it other materials, such as gum- 
tragacanth, British gum, shellac, isinglass, 
tallow, flour, borax, silicate of soda and 
starch, as well as many others which it 
would be more amusing than instructive 


to enumerate. Notwithstanding, or in a 


measure because of all this, a_ uni- 
form result was not obtained; the 
size was a source of constant trouble 


and anxiety to the paper maker, whose 
first care, when he went to the mill, was 
to examine the paper for size, and whose 
last duty before he left at night was to 
see if the size was all right. Other cares 
sat lightly on him. The time came, how- 
ever, when the demand for a really good 
engine-sized writing-paper was imperative. 
Paper makers then turned their attention 
to the materials of which the paper was 
made, and the manner of their preparation. 
The best materials were seiected and were 
worked with the greatest care and skill; 
but even then the result was not satisfac- 
tory, until all fancy methods and materi- 
als connected with the use and prepara- 
tion of size were discarded, and the size 
was reduced to simple neutral resinate of 
soda, precipitated by means of an equiva- 
lent quantity of the sulphate of alumina. 
Starch is still used, but it is now under- 
stood that it has only slight sizing prop- 
erties, and it is employed to give the 
paper a fine texture and high finish. The 
outgrowth of this is that we have now 
an engine-sized writing-paper, equal in 
many respects to the tub-sized and loft- 
dried papers of to-day, and superior to 
those that were made fifteen years ago.

A Chapter on Felts. 
Campen, N. J., February 5, 188s, 
To the Editor of The Journal : 
Paper makers do not like outsiders to tel] 
them a better way to make paper. 


It may 
appear absurd for a paper maker to dictate to 
a felt maker how to make a felt. Experience 
with felts for many years has shown me that 
some (Fourdrinier or cylinder), for the same 
class of work, are very much better than 
others, and made by the same makers, | 
tended a Fourdrinier machine for four years, 
making flat-caps ; the stock, speed and quan- 
tity never altered. I used the Whitehead felt, 
imported for the mill, and the system of work. 
ing felts was always the same. A new felt 
put on the machine, would run four weeks, 
night and day, at a slow speed, before mark- 
ing. It was never washed on machine, but 
was taken off and sent to a woolen mill conve- 
nient, where it was washed, re-napped and 
put on the second time. When first put on 
the felt always got wider. We took off three 
inches from each side, hanging the strip on 
When there about three years I put 
on a new felt. There was nothing in its ap- 
pearance to attract my attention. The same 
three inches came off on both sides, and under 
the same conditions every way. It did good 
work for seven weeks. This was enough to 
attract anyone’s attention. 

I had these strips to fall back on for com- 


| parison, and being new, if there was any dif- 


ference in the make, it would and did show 
very plainly a marked difference. In the felts 
that ran four weeks when first put on, the 
warp and the weft were both the same size ; 
in the felt that ran seven weeks, when first put 


| on, the warp was not quite half the size of the 


weft, or filling. I stowed this away up in a 
corner, under a place where the hair used to 
grow. Some years later while running a 
cylinder machine in the South during the war, 
making book and news, we ran out of felts, 
we got upaloom in the mill and made our 
own felts.

Testing Wood Pulp for Moisture. 
FRANKFORT-A-M., GERMANY, Jan. 4, 1 
To the Editor of The Journal : 

I am indebted to Charles Hofmann, pub- 
lisher of the Papier Zeitung, Berlin, for a very 
interesting article in your paper about testing 
wood pulp. 

You will perhaps be interested to know that 
I have been trying for eight years to introduce 
into Europe a uniform method for testi: 
damp pulp, and that my method has been ac- 
cepted and made use of in almost all of the 
States of this part of the world. 

During my experience of many years as 


manufacturer of paper and pulp, I saw the 
necessity of introducing a uniform met!o 
for testing, so that the very disagreeable 
ferences and disputes about ascertaining the 
dry weight of pulp should cease. 

My method is founded upon many expcri- 
ments made with all sorts of moist pulp, «nd 
made also with the greatest accuracy. 

I found in drying damp pulp a quite definite 
dry weight corresponding to every drying 
temperature. 

But the dry weight in different temperatures 
differed so considerably that from the be, in- 
ning I saw clearly that, above all, a quite d«'!- 
nite drying temperature must be found and 
maintained in all experiments to insure a uni 
form and just method of testing. 

I found in all vegetable substances suita')'¢ 
for making paper, especially with pulp,

I 
have constructed two kinds of apparatus, ac- 
cording to the requisites in practise. 

1. One which is heated directly by a petro- 
leum, a gas, a charcoal or a coke stove. 

2, One with steam-heating apparatus. 

The apparatus last mentioned requires to be 
supplied with steam from a steam-boiler by a 
steam-pipe 8 to 10 millimetres in diameter. 

After having found in my apparatus the ab- 
solute dry weight (100° C.) one can calculate 
therefrom the air-drying weight by adding 12 
per cent. 

In commerce the manufacturers and sellers 
of wet pulp must agree whether they will sell 
and pay for absolutely dry (100° C.) or air-dry
